IN FIRST DRAFT

Provost Marshal Eliminates
Them From First 45 Per
Cent Called

SHARPLY CRITICIZE ORDER

No negroes are to be Ineluded within the
quotas now belng calied out by the provost
marehal  general to go to the training
camps. This Inst order has so cut down
the available cortified eoldlers in some of
the local draft Alstricts, whers the negroes
constitute 60 per cent of the total draft
quota, that all of the white men in those
soctions will ba called In this first, detall,
and then the full proportion oY 45 per cent
will not be supplied,

Ellmination of negroes who qualified in
the draft in the Twenty-third district be-
came known today through a telegram
which reached the members of that board

The telegram, dated Harrisburg, came
from office of the Adjutant General
No explanation waa glven why no negroes
wera wnanted In the first forty-five per cent
quota of the Twenty-third District.

B. dordon Bromley, former chalrman of
the Democratie Clty Commrttes, who Is
clerk of the Twenty-third loeal board, to-
day criticlzed tho telegram.

“This Is damnable,” sald Mr. Bromley.
“Sinea last May when I became connected
with the board we have recelved orders,
orders that later were countermanded, new
orders which later were changed or sup-
plemented.

He Is credited with having the con-
fidence of men in all, walks of life and
was elevated to the pecrage as a reward
for distingulshed diplomatie services he
rendered to his country, the most notahle
belng his Investigatlon of the conditions
of the Japanese in this country and Canada,
He was trained under the veteran stites-
man, Komura, known as the "father of Jap-
anese diplomacy,” and his capabilities first
recelved marked attention when the For-
elgn OMce at Toklo was revising old trea-
tles. He is pald to be one of the frst
Japanesas who showed himself able to appre-
clate the American point of view in the
conslderation of negotintions between the
two natlons,

His skill at billiards, bridge, chess and
the similar but more difflcult Japanese gama
of “go" contributes to his reputation for
versatility; and it s sald, further, that in
amateur songs and parlor repertolre he 1a
as diverting am a gelsha of his native land,

Horn at Chiba, he was graduated in law
from the Univeraity of Tokio and entered
the diplomatic service as an attache In
the embassy at Parls, Later he served as
consul In Korea. At the time of the Boxer
uprising he was In Pekin” and among the
besieged. In 1807 he was Vies Minister
of Japan and continued in this post under
Viscount Uchida. Five years ago he was
named as Ambassador to France, and dis-
tinguishing himeelf weas made Forelgn
Minister In 1915. He resigned with the
